On the Rio Grande River 


Is Lent US$73,000,000 


The Board of Directors of the 
International Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development has 
granted a loan of US$73,000,000 
to the Central Elétrica do Furnas 
S.A. for the first stage of the 
largest hydroelectric project ever 
undertaken in Latin America. The 
agreement was signed in Wash- 
ington on October 2. 


Henrique Valle Signs 
Acting for Brazil were Minister 
Henrique Valle, who was_ in 
charge of the negotiations and 
who said a few words following 
the ceremony underlining the im- 
portance of the project for Brazil; 
and Sr. Zeuxis Neves, who acted

When completed some time after 
1965, the project will increase by 
fifty per cent the power now 
available in central-southern Bra- 
zil, where four-fifths of the coun- 
try’s industry and much of its agri- 
culture are concentrated. 

The power station, to be built 
at Furnas Rapids on the Rio 
Grande, 200 miles north of Sao 
Paulo, will ultimately have 1,100,- 
000 kilowatts of capacity, of 
which about 460,000 is scheduled 
to be ready in 1963 when the first 
stage is completed. 


Power Sold at Wholesale 

The power will be sold to pri- 
vate and public utility companies 
in the states of Minas Gerais and 
Sao Paulo.

Brazil Is Developing Plans To 
Export Spiritous Liquors 


The national Institute of 
Sugar and Alcohol is devel- 
oping plans to export Bra- 
zilian aguardente, a_tradi- 
tional drink, brandy and wine 
in large quantities. With this 
end in view the Brazilian 
Government Trade Bureau in 
New York is cooperating in 
a study of world marketing 
conditions to determine the 
prospects for the anticipated 
exportation. 

The Trade Bureau, there- 
fore, invites correspondence 
with those businessmen and 
others engaged in the rum 
and brandy trade who would 
like to give their views on 
this subject. These persons 
will then be kept informed of 
future developments. 

The National Institute re- 
cently held a meeting with 
brandy producers in the 
States of Sao Paulo, Pernam- 
buco, Minas Gerais, Rio de 
Janeiro and Parana for the 
purpose of drawing up plans 
to accelerate the promotion 
of their product. With finan- 
aid to the producers 
forthcoming from the Insti- 


cial 


tute, the stockpiling of a 
large supply of aguardente 
will become possible. This

Klabin Interests Announce

One of the objectives of the 
Kubitschek administration has 
been an expansion of pulp and 
paper making. The activity of 
this industry has long been looked 
upon as a barometer of the in- 
dustrialization of a country, and 
statistics have been carefully kept 
and watched for significant signs 
of domestic conditions. 

Financing Policy 

Last year, the Council of Eco- 
nomic Development stated that it 
is of the opinion that the produc- 
tion of pulp and paper in Brazil 
can be achieved through private 


enterprise coordinated and _ ori- 
ented by government agencies. 
Since then there has been evi- 


dence of growing activity in this 
field. 

A large part of Brazil’s wood 
pulp is used in the making of 
paper, with the rest being con- 
sumed by the rayon industry. 
Newsprint, book paper and print- 
ing paper generally also account 


for a considerable part of the 
total output. As of a year ago 
seven plants were in various 


stages of completion whose output 
was to be added to the fourteen 
plants already functionings. 
Using By-Products 

President Kubit- 
schek has pointed out, the indus- 
try has a large deficit which must 
be made up by the expenditure 
of precious foreign exchange. 
Therefore, it is welcome news to 
Brazilian industry that the well. 
known paper manufacturers, Kla- 
bin, will shortly construct a cel- 
lulose plant in Santa Rita, State 
of Paraiba. Raw material for the 
plant will be agave fiber and 
sugar cane bagasse. 

Sugar cane bagasse is a waste 
material in sugar industry. Its 
industrialization will therefore be 
a boon to the sugar growers. The 
fact that the plant will be in- 
stalled in the depressed North- 
eastern partof Brazil is also hailed 
by Brazilian economic and politi- 
cal leaders, who welcome all new 
industries in the “drought poly- 
gon,” the name given the area 
which suffers from periodic lack 
of rain.
